There was a report that 
his Excellency means to proceed soon to Yedo, and to reside 
there fora while. The French Imperial steamer Semiramis 
left on the 11th March, conveying Colonel Neale, the late 
Chargé d’Affaires, as far as Shanghai, on his way to England, 

The following important intelligence had been current for 
some time at Kanagawa, for it was first mentioned about the 
24th February, but up to as late a date as the 18th March, the 
matter still remained in doubt. It was scarcely credited that 
Tsiosiu would have so committed himself. The statement 
made was, that on the Japanese 12th month 24th day (Feb. 
1st) Tsiosiu fired upon one of Satsuma’s steamers (said to be 
the Sir Charles Forbes) in the Straits of Shimonoseki, killing 
forty officers and burning the steamer to the water's edge. 
Affairs at Miako are greatly complicated, owing to the troubles 
with Tsiosiu. The Daimio tries to exonerate himeelf from 
blame by relying upon Ongasawara’s celebrated order for the 
expulsion of foreigners, an order which he contends has not 
been rescinded. Satsuma is greatly exasperated, and is pree 
paring to punish him for his dastardly act. The Government, 
however, is not content to allow Satsuma all the honour of cap 
turing the haughty Prince, so will probably join in the expedi- 
tion. It is likely that the Princes of Etchizen, Tosa, and Sendai 
will be sent to capture Tsiosiu’s territories, and make a free 
passage through the Straits for the Government.

The 
now talked of expulsion of the barbarians is a notion of those who do not 
koow them; and our country would be destroyed. Let us by commerce 
conform to this law of changes in the world, and Japan also will become 
wealthy. Besides, all this talk about sweeping barbarians from the country 
and shutting up Japan and confining our attention to the projection of

If, perchance, good faith 
should be violated by another nation, the wrong would be theirs, and we 
could at once destroy them. Truly this would be a diferent affair to the 
expulsion of foreigners at the present time. ‘This would not make all the 
‘Treaty Powers our enemies at the same moment. For, if one or two 
nations should violate their good faith, the enemy being small, it would be 
easy to destroy them. 

jough these things are so, the Imperial Government is not adminis- 
tered upon this principle. There is but one aim there. Hating: the 
‘Western barbarians, the Emperor regards them as brutes, and says, ‘ Drive 
them out!

faying this, 1 shall never change the opinions herein expressed. but as I 
valve the lasting welfare of the empire, I shall persist in presenting these 
views, as a servant of His Majesty is in duty bound to do.

fore, I present this memorial. 

The Japan Herald of the 18th March contrasts the present 
political condition of the Forvign Settlement with what it was 
twelve months since, when the Japanese Government had given 
official warning that it could not guarantee the residents against 
attack, and the English Admiral had stated that neither could 
he protect them, Our contemporary concludes :—‘‘In such 
bright tranquillity are we now in this month of March, 1864, in 
Yokvhama, that not one dull sound ¢i-tuvbs us; it is true a 
great portion of the British squadron still 23 in our har- 
bour, but at the present’ moment secins as innecent of mischief 
asa-pet lamb. Business, it is true, in one of our great stuple 
exports, silk, is unusually dull; but even as we write intelli- 
gence comes in of larger supplies, and that superior quality, 
beginning to arrive ; whilst of our new staple of cotton exten: 
sive supplies continue almost to meet the increasing demand, 
amounting during this changeful period to upwards of 53,000 
bales. No news has transpired of the conference at Kioto, At 
Fedo all is reported quiet; the Ronins having bean effectually 
weeded out.” ; 

Now thatthe Japanese traders are tolerably sure the foreign 
relations of the country will continue unaltered and that 
peace will be maintained, they are likely to trade more 
actively than they did during the last half year. From fome 
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points of view it would appear that the last year has been one 
of progress, notwithstanding the undecided and threatening

to four milliow dolar. The values declared at the Custom 
House, however, st@w a marked decrease in the trade of the 
port during 1863, a*compared with the previous year ; but it 
is evident that these declarations of value are fictitious and un- 
reliable. They give the average price of raw silk, raw cotton, 
and tea, at $210, $8, and $9 per picul, respectively ; of shirt- 
ings at $2 per piece ; and of wines, $1 per case! And in this 
way the total trade of the year amounts to $5,017,000 for ex- 
ports; aud to $1,600,000 for imports. These figures may 
certainly be doubled, and, perhaps, trebled for the approximate 
true value—the export of raw silk alone being equal to at least 
eight millions of dollars. The export of our new staple—raw 
cotton—amounted in 1863 to nearly 47,000 bales, against 
4,616 bales in 1862. Metals, which were declared at a million 
and‘a quarter dollars in 1862, were comparatively neglected 
during the last year, and have not yet regained their former 
position in the market. 

The new Hatoba was opened for traffic in the first week of 
March ; and the local Government had also signified its willing- 
ness to grant a site for a hospital, and sites for engine-houses, 
as applied for by the foreign fire brigade, The following are 
the regulations for the Hatoba, as communicated to Mr. Consul 
Winchester : 

We have the honour to inform you in writing that the Hatoba and Ex- 
amination-houee will be opened on the 29th inst. for the examination of 
import and export goods, and the receiving of the duties thereon; for 
wrigeh the following rules have been eatablished, vi. -— 3 

Inward manifests, receipts of ships’ papers, and other documents, nay 
be delivered either at the Custom-house or atthe new Examination-house, 
as such may be found most convenient. 

N.B.—Permits for the clearing of vessels will be granted at the same 
place where formerly those for the entering were given. s 
2. The new Hatoba being smaller than the old one, the goods to be 
landed or shipped cannot be brought into the Examination-house before 

permits shall Eeve been obtained. 

8. No convenience can be made of both Hatobas for goods mentioned 
in one permit. 

4. Permits for purchasing rice and corn, and for the shipment of arti- 
cles for private use, will not be granted at the new Hatoba; these must be 
obtained at the Custom-house as heretofore. 
igh B The shipment of goods will be granted at both Hatobas ad 
libitum.

YOKOHAMA. 

The following is from the Japan Herald of March 12 :— 

We mentioned a few weeks since that we had found oar 
atticle of July 25 on the trade of this port had been sent to 
his Government by the British Chargé d’Affaires, and by it had 
been thought worth the publishing in the Government Gazette, 
from whence it had been copied into the columns of The 

rimes. We now find that it has been again copied from The 

"mes into several of the most important of the provincial 
papers. Encouraged by this extensive recognition of the value 
of statistical remarks upon our trade, we purpose to take up 
the thread where we then dropped it, which we shall continue 
to do from time to time. We cannot permit the opportunity 
to pass without tendering to our commercial friends our 
ackuowledgment for the ready liberality with which they al- 
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‘weys place open to.us.those: documents and information without 
which those returns could not be made with any degree of con- 
Sdence in their securacy. 

‘We will take.up for review in the present number the two 
staple exports, silkand tea, leaving over our remarks upon the 
other principal staple, cotton, and the smaller exports, and 
also upon the import trade, for future issues. 

The reault of the silk trade for the last six months of 1863, 
or, as it is generally denominated, the first six months of the 
season 1863-1864, presents a striking contrast with the 
former six months. When we published our last review of the 
trade of this market, we were in hopes that, the political panic 
having blown over, business would resume its wonted course 
and go on swimmingly. The appearances of the season had 
been all that could be desired, and we therefore cherished 
reasonable expectations of an abundant crop and increased 
transactions for the future. 

The month of July opened the season auspiciously. The 
new produce was coming down freely, and was readily bought 
up; the only remark that was made at the time was that the 
new Silk bore signs of having been reeled off less carefully than 
in former seasons, and of having been, as it were, hurried off 
to market, which circumstances were explained by the high 
prices which were then prevailing and which the dealers were 
eager to secure without loss of time. 

In the beginning of August a report came from the Japanese 
dealers that the importation of Sik from the interior into Yoko- 
hhama, was about to be considerably restricted. This rumour, 
although diebelieved at first, proved to be quite correct. At 
the latter end of the month the importation into Yokohama 
waa strictly limited to 60 Japanese bales of 60 catties a day. 

Strong complaints were forthwith made by the foreign 
houses to their Ministers and Consuls, and remonstrances were 
addressed by. the latter to the Japanese Government ; the 
native dealers themselves took also active measures to get’ this 
obnoxious restriction removed, but it was not till the end of 
September that the Japanese could be induced to withdraw 
their illegal interference. In the beginning of October 
the arrivals from the country were, to all appearance, as free 
and unrestricted as they had been in former times, but 
this improved state of things did not last long. Means of 
intimidation were. resorted to at Yedo and other places in 
the country with a.view to deter the native dealers from 
intercourse with the foreigners; threatening placards 
were posted up here and in the interior, and finally a good 
mavy native merohants were murdered for the sole reason 
of their havimg done business with the foreign houses at Yoko- 
hema. The native dealers of Yokohama could not but feel, or 
affect to feel, the results of these harsh measures; several of 
the largest firms shat up their establishments and left the place 
altogether. The arrivals of Silk became again less and less, 
and from the end of November to the expiry of the year, they 
amay be said to have been virtually interrupted, the transactions 
of the months of December being limited to the existing stocks 
which were getting gradually exhausted. 

‘Thus were upset the hopes which had been indulged of a 
Alourishing business and exteuded transactions in Silk. The 
exports from the 18th July to the 3lst December 1863 
amounted to only 11,631 bales, against 14,480 bales in the 
Corresponding six months of 1862, showing a diminution of 
2,949 bales instead of an expected increase. 

It is impossible not to see in the fluctuating and fitful state 
of the Silk trade during this six months the deliberate action 
and baneful interference of the Japanese Government. We 
must do our Ministers and Consulsthe justice to say that they 
did all they possibly could do by energetic remonstrances and 
cogent representations to resist such glaring and repeated in- 
fringements of one of our most importunt treaty rights. But 
the Japanese authorities, opposing dilatory ways and a system 
of vis inertia to honest arguments, succecded by slow steps, but 
sure, in working out an end which is by this time a mystery 
to no one, 

Trade cannot flourish when it depends upon the stealthy and 
mysterious action of a Government which bas once openly 
avowed its intention of driving us out of this place ; and the 
resume of the commercial events of the lust half year may be 
taken as a certain augury of future results, unless means be 
devised to put matters, ouco for all, on a satisfactory footing, 
in strict accordance with tho provisions of the treaty. 

Reviewing the course of the tea market, we have only to re- 
peat our first six months’ report, aud to add that very little 





change in the quotations and stocks took place in the latter 
part of the year. 

In January an advance of $1 to $2 was submitted to, prices 
then standing about thus: Common, $14 to 20; medium, 
$21 to 28 ; fine, $29 to 33, Business then began to fall away, 
and, notwithstanding that the teamen showed some inclination 
to submit to some decline, no great demand existing, but little 
business was done, 

February and March. -Small business was done during these 
months, but principally for the American markets. 

April.—n consequence of the disturbed aspect of political 
affairs, the Japanese merchants took alartn, and, eager to work 
them off, consented to very considerable reduction ; indeed at 
this period the changes were so great aud so frequent that 
quotations were not obtainable. 

May aud June.--These two months ended the season with a 
slight improvement in business; stocks light and appearing 
likely to continue so until confidence in political matters be 
restored. : 

July.—Political affairs and the change of the season have all 
induced great fluctuations in this commodity. During the 
panic amongst the Japanese the prices fell considerably, but 
early recovered upon small stocks and slow arrivals. Quotations 
were as follows :—Common, $8 to 16; good common, $16 to 
18 ; fair to good, $19 to 22; fine, $23 to 26. 

August—Medium and fine teas again slightly advanced, 
Teamen were but little inclined to give way in their demands ; 
prices standing :—Medium, $20 to 25; fine, $26 to 28. 

September, October, November.—Business was rather easier 
during these three months, and very little change took place. 
Quotations were :—Good common, $13 to 18; medium, $19! 
to 24; fine, $24 to 28. 

December.—Fair business was done early in this month, 
with a slight advance, viz, fine, $29 to 32, but became very 
slack during the last week, owing principally to the high rate: 
of exchange and the Christmas festivities. 

On comparing the prices ruling at the close of the year with 
those of the same period of 1862, we find a fall of $2.50 per 
picul on common kinds—of $1 upon fine kinds, and arise of 
$2 per picul on medium kinds,

E CHINA: 
‘TORN-TSIN: 

A correspondent’s letter, of March 12th, to the Journal of 
China says :— 

We have had a splendid winter here, with not ausingle drop 
of rain, and only two light falls'of snow. There is no news of 
any importance since my last. Our Consul has been appointed 
Consul for the King of Denmark, and Mr. Mackay is appointed 
Inspector of Customs for Newchwang. He is to be relieved by 
one who is on his way here overland from Chefoo, 

The navigation of tne Peiho at Taku has been opened sinee 
the 16th of February last. Any steamers could have come in, 
discharged, and taken in cargo, there being no fluating ice any 
where, the tides having been unusually high. This is im+ 
portant for the public, 

From Newchwang, the report is dated 27th Feb. : 

The passing winter has been very mild, allowing the arrival: 
of a large amount of produce, We understand the present 
high prices are owing to the producers holding upon their own 
account. Should we have but few arrivals iu shipping, how: 
ever, we may specdily expect moro favourable rates, and 
freights, at the opening of the port, should rule rather high. 

Our present stock of imports is not large, and the amount 
introduced into the interior and the Corea during the past 
season was but small, and, so socn as trade fairly recovers, we 
may expect a good demand, and, wo hope, at very favourable 
rates. 

‘The country, so far, has been perfectly tranquil—communica- 
tions with all parts being open. The mandarins have been 
unusually active during the winter in keeping order. 

After the closing of the port, a Rifle Volunteer corps was 
formed, the whole of the foreign community enrolling them- 
selves as members. 

The whole mass of ice upon the surface of the river now 
rises and falls a great many feet with the tides, and lanes aro 
forming some miles from the bar. Our Jast was dated the 
8rd ult, and business continued uncommonly dull until the 
China new year, when an improvement took place, buta in im- 
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ports and exports ; but we are sorry to say that the latter are 
far too dear to think of touching. 
CHEFOO. 

By the steamer Jsland Queen we have received advices from 
Chefoo to the 12th March. The weather mild and pleasant, and 
business improving. A good trade was looked for during the 
ensuing season. The programme and rules of a race meeting 
to be held in April does credit to the enterprise of the foreign 
residents. This is the first. occasion on which races have been 
got up at Chefoo, and we congratulate the promoters on the 
length of the programme. 

SHANGHAI. 

The English mail of the 26th January, and the French mail 
of the 17th, arrived out on the 21st March. The dates are up 
to the 26th. 2 

‘The attack on Mr. John Power Dore which we have already 
noticed, we regret to state, terminated fatally. At the inquest 
no clue was obtained as to the murderer. The shot was fired, 
accidentally or intentionally, from near a public-house in the 
settlement, and it would be well for the municipal authorities 
to cause all such houses to be removed from localities in the 
midst of the settlement. The lives of residents should not be 
exposed to the acts of rowdies in their drunken brawls. The 
deceased had a large number of horses, which were sold at the 
following prices :—Hadji 8,000 taels, Lawyer 1,600, Bravo 500, 
Smallhopes 100, Mandarin 400, Mrs. Gamp 450, Mr. Gamp 
856, Sugarstick 150, and Honi Soit 575. 

In addition to which there were also sold :—Waggonette and 
pair 1,100 taels, Whitechapel horse and harness 290, four 
wheeled dogcart and pair 410. 

The following is in reference to tho Tsatlee:—On Sunday 
morning the captain of the steamer Tsaélee, whose capture by 
Pirates was reported in the orth China Herald of the 12th 
inst., arrived in Shanghai, and made a statement as to the cir- 
cumstances of the seizure. It would seem that on Monday the 
7th inst. the engineer was found by the captain in a state of 
intoxication, and was accordingly ordered out of the steamer. 
He did not make his appearance during the remainder of the 
day. At about 1 am. on Tuesday morning the captain, who 
was lying asleep in his cabin, was awakened by finding a man 
standing over him, and holding him down, while another held 
@ revolver to his head and threatened instant death if any noise 
were made. The captain remained still, and felt that the steamer 
was in motion. No difficulty could have been experienced in start- 
ing her, as she always lay with steam up,and merely moorcd toa 
buoy. ‘The captain was kept a close prisoner until daylightof Tues- 
day, When his captors promised to release him and put him 
ashore so son as they should arrive at a place sufficiently dis- 
tant from Shanghai, This promise was not kept, and, accord- 
ingly, when, on Wednesday evening, the steamer arrived near 
Ka-shing-fu, the captain was still a prisouer, the mate having 
been compelled to steer. Ching had, meanwhile, seized the 
stockades outside Ka-shing. It was, therefore, rendered ne- 
eessary to rush past his cap. A barricade had, however, been 
erected under water, and, in endeavouring to pass one of the 
stockades at full speed, the boat struck on this and remained 
fast. A European in the camp hailed her, and, not receiving 
any auswer threw a line of boats across the creck behind her, 
80 as to cut off her retreat. A strong body was then ordered 
on board. The crew now promised to release the captain on 
condition that he would represent them as a party of excur- 
sionists. This he promised to do, but when the Chinese 
officials made their appearance, he explained the entire 
affair, Ching, of course, immediately seized the steamer 
and tie men, The former still remains in his hands, 
Dut tie latter are, we understand, on their way to 
Shangiai. From what the captain overheard while on board, 
he gatnered that a sum of 65,000 tacls was to have been paid 
for the sicamer on delivery to the rebel authorities at Ka-shing. 
The en. :neer and other wen implicated in the active part of 
this tr u-action are tolerably well known to fame and the gaolors 
of the «spective prisons in Shar We trust to see them 
proper, cured for ou their arrival, ‘The punishment of death 
may, u.vler the American law, be awarded to four of them who 
claim -siuerican protection, while the Englishmen (also four in 
numbe.) wave rendered themselves lia-e to fine aud imprison- 
ment. We should be sorry to see the extreme penalty of the 
Jaw in‘t.cied on any of these men, who, after all, bave been but 
tools i. the hands of others ; but, as a warning is much necded,

we hope that the Consuls will exert the power vested in them 
in any manner short of actual capital punishment. 7 

Our advices from Soochow extend to the 17th of Mareh, 
We learn that Ching has pushed his works up to within three 
hundred yards of the wall of Ka-shing. On the 14th inst:, 
Ching, after having made a practicable breach, advanced with 
his men in gallant style, but, owing to the shortoomings of the 
Futai’s brother, Li-san-ta-jen, he found it impossible to enter. 
Li, it seems, had failed to provide bridges, as he had previously 
arranged to do, and it was, therefore, impossible to cross the 
creek which surrounds the city. It is said that at present 
there are three Wangs resident in Ka-shing, and that the 
wealth of the place is enormous. The walls are completely 
surrounded, ingress and egress being alike impossible, 

From Ningpo we learn that a club is about to be started at 
that port. H.B.M. gun-boat Cockchafer has had a brush with 
pirates in the Chusan Archipelago. She left Ningpo on the 
24th February, and after a short cruise discovered a French brig 
on shore. Ou going to the assistance of the latter, she found 
on board, besides the crew of the brig,a number of men 
taken off the Ella Bracke, which had been wrecked on the 
Matelota reef. Having returned to Ningpo with these men, 
she started again, and on the 28th encountered three piratical 
junks, who opened fire as soon as the gun-boat hove in sight, 
After a smart engagement of about an hour’s duration, the 
junks were obliged to give in. The prisoners (thirty-six in 
number) stated that some few months before they had seized 
two Portugues lorchas and a French brig laden with arms, 
When captured by the Cockchafer, two thousand bayonets, fifty- 
two swords, several stands of arms, and a large number of 
double-barrelled guns were found distributed between the three 
junks. 

Our Hang-chow correspondent reports a brilliant affair which 
came off on the 3rd, between the Franco-Chinese contingent 
and the rebels within the city. Since receiving his letter wo 
have learned that the French were two days afterwards repulsed 
by a vigorous sortie on the part of the rebel garrison, and were 
in consequence compelled to retire on Shao-shing. No reliable 
information has arrived, but, so far as we can discover, there 
would appear to be little doubt that the Imperialists have met 
with a serious reverse. The attack described by our corres- 
pendent was made on an advanced post which had been sta- 
tioned in one of three forts mutually commanding each other, 
situated at an inconsiderable distance from the wall of Hang- 
chow. An attempt was made to surround one of these forts, 
and after # few hours’ hard fighting the occupants were com- 
pletely hemmed in, and, an assault having been made, the garri- 
son was routed. The rebel loss was estimated at three hun- 
dred men, The casualties on the side of the contingent were: 
—Killed, one officer and four men ; wounded, six officers and 
eight mon. As soon as the first fort was taken, the remaining 
two were evacuated, $ 
The criminal classes have not been idle. Although a thief 
was shot by one of the Custom-house assistants during the 
night of the 10th, another individual managed, on the evening 
of the 13th, to effect an entrance into the Custom-house 
quarters, and to carry off a clock. A correspondent also 
informs us that, on the evening of the 11th, a man was seen 
on the roof of a godown in the middle of the English settle- 
ment, endeavouring to tear away the tiles. He, however, 
contrived to escape before steps could be taken to secure his 
capture. 

A meeting of the members of the Shanghai Rowing Club 
was held on the 12th, The report laid before the meeting was 
most satisfactory. Three resolutions of general interest were 
proposed and carried, viz, that the rowing season for 1864 
commence on the 26th March ; that the colours of the club be 
light blue ; and that a regatta be held after the departure of 
the second mail in May. 

The weather, which has been clear and bracing, has undergone 
asudden change, and is now damp and foggy, as usual in Shang- 
hai at this period of the year. The thermometer averages 
from 41 deg. to 43 deg. during the day, and ranges between 
32 deg. and 36 deg. and night. 

The Friend of China on the criminal Buckley says :—The 
United States Minister at Peking having confirmed the judg- 
ment of the Consular Court, Buckley, the murderer of Capt. 
McKinnon, was yesterday taken to the American Consulate 
from the British Consular Gaol, and formally told thot, 
on Friday, the 31st March, he would be hung by the neck 





till he was dead. On being asked why the sentence of the 
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law should not be passed on him, Buckley, we hear, raised 
several objections, one being that he denied the jurisdiction of 
the Court ; the only allegiance he ever gave to America, he 
said, being to serve under tho banner of Filibuster General 
Walker in Mexico. As to the report that he had shot several 
men at San Francisco, he denied it; nor was it a revolver that 
he used here, it was a Deringer. We can hardly believe that 
he added, ‘it was well for others at the International that 
night he did not carry a revolver, for, if he had, he might have 
potted more than one.’ Buckley, who was in handcuffs, and 
brought down in a chair, looked haggard, though still defiant, 
His suicide is specially interdicted.” 

A correspendent of the Friend complains of the treatment 
‘of second class passengers on board the Messageries Imperiales 
steamer Tigre :— 

“The gauge either the managers of this company, or the management 
-of their agents on board the Commissaires, have put upon the appetites of 
their passengers of the second, only allows them two meals per day, or 

er parts of two, consisting of, at 10 a.m., dry bread and tea, and five 
or six stale eggs between seven or eight of us, followed by sometimes 
the remains of a fowl or the skin of a duck stew, finished with in the first 
saloon, At 5.307.a., or thereabouts, hot water, remains of duck skin stew 
again, washed down by a cholera mixture they call vin ordinaire (we 
name it vin extraordinaire), the entertainment concluding with dry bread 
and a little dryer cheese.”

_ The following resumé of the Imperial and Rebel engagements

‘The most prominent feature in the fortnight’s intelligence is the state of 
‘the rebel cause and the movements of Major Gordon in connection with 
it. That officer, since his return to action fom the town of Quinsan, has 
captured one city, Yih-sing (or E-shing, as spelt in our last summary of 
news), ice we last wrote, he has received the surrender of two 

yang and Kintang. His march from the city of Yih-sing, 
‘on the Taehoo lake, was in sterly direction, toward: Leyang, after 
which he proceeded northwards to Kintong, the garrisons of both places 
shaving their heads in token of submission. His object is to isolate Nan- 
king, aud already he is met by messengers from the camp of Tseng- 
Kwo-fan, 

These operations have been somewhat extensive, and have been per- 
formed without bloodshed; the movements have all been rapidly ex- 
ecuted, forty miles in one day having been accomplished between Yih- 
sing and Li-yang. The rebels at the latter city, after having sub- 
aaitted, proceeded to make arrangements for retuming to Kwangsi (in 
the south of China), which they say is their native provi Tt is even 
feported that the Chung Wang himself, the leading military genius of 
the rebellion, « the figting King,” as he is called, is collecting his property 
in Nanking with a view to retiring to his home. He feels as unequal to 
the task of pppesing Gordon as he felt on a former occasion at Soo.chow, 
when it will be remembered he left the city with a considerable force for 
service on the other side of the Tae-hoo lake. He is now in Nanking 
preparing for the worst. It is even said that his sword has fallen into 

lon’s hands, 

With the fall of Soo-chow tho chief difficulties in Gordon's way appear 
to have vanished. It is reported that the rebels are lively near Kiang- 
z, and Fooshan, and also that they have retaken the latter city. Imperial- 

General Ching had suffered a repulae at Kia-shing just as he was re- 
alled by the Futai to protect Soo-chow an alarm having spread that the 

ls were within 20 miles of Taitsang. 

‘That the most heartrending destitution bas long prevailed in Taipin; 
is is now known, from the scenes witnessed by Major Gordon ani 
‘bis officers in the course of their march through rebel territory. The 
absence of all but military government no doubt conduced to the miserable 
condition of the people, the silk that was raised being appropriated, to the 
extent of one-fourth, if not one-half, by the Taiping authorities, No 
doubt it found its way into the foreign market all the same, and

The site for the Hong Kong Mint is thus noticed :—*The site 
chosen for the mint is probably the best that could have been 
selected. It will be obtained by filling in that bay adjoining 
East Puint, and to the north of the Wong-nei-chong. The 
Space filled in cannot amount to much less than eighty acres, 
and the protection-wall will have to be about five hundred 
yards in length. The building will give a very effective ap- 
pearance to a locality that was never before prepossessing in 
its aspect, while the presence of a military guard may possibly 
tend to kecp order in a somewhat lawless neighbourhood. In 
other words, their being on the spot will act as a moral sup- 
port to the local police. Now that the Praya and numerous 
godowns are finished in the same neighbourhood, East Point 
is changing its appearance for the better, and this new Mint 
will complete the change.” 

Attention has been called to the grievance entailed by the 
withdrawal of the guarantee chops at Fuhchau by the com- 
missioner, thus forcing the use of the bonded godowns lately 
built. The commissioner was partly exonerated from blame, 
seeing that the merchants agreed unanimously that the go- 
downs should be built, and afterwards refused touse them. It 
concludes that, as illustrated from this case and the post-office 
grievance amongst ourselves, “ high officers should never 
resent.”

‘The Circular of Mr. Sharp says :— 

Gotp.—The aggregate amount received since last report has been 
three and-a-balf lakhs of dollars’ worth, and the sum total sent away, 
including the Orissa’s cargo of the 15th instant, and excluding that to 
leave by the China, amounts to two lakhe and three-quarter. The 
market has been benefited oy the fall in Rupee bills. 

SiLveR.—The shipinents inwards and outwards during the fortnight 
have been pretty much upon a balance, and amount to about three quarters 
of a lakh on either side. 

Dottan Currency.—We have received $60,000 dollars, and sent 
away during the last two weeks 557,000 dollars. The dealings in clean 
coin have been on a limited scale, but a very small demand existing for 
shipments to the North. 

scouNTSs AND MoRTaaGEs.—Mortgages for a term have been 
effected at 12 per cent., and money has been invested upon first-class 
securities at 9 and 10 per cent. 

ExcHANnGE.—The amount of commercial paper as usual at this season 
has been small, and the support given to the market for some wecks past 
by the supply of Bank bills from an influential quarter have been with- 
drawn, the rate has gone in favour of the seller. Owing to the absence 
of the Lightning's cargo of drug the demand for Rupee remittance has 
been lessened. 








JAVA. 

Our dates from Batavia are to the 3lst March. A com- 
mencement has been made at Samarang with the erection of a 
railway station. Dr. Bernshein has returned from bis trip to 
Halmahera, where he had been sent by the Government on a 
voyage of discovery. He reports the inhabitants as very 
docile and obliging, and has collected a number of interesting 
objects. He is to return in a few weeks, and will proceed to 
New Guinea on a similar mission. 

A pew Government resolution has decreed the establishment 
of an entrepot at Cheribon, on the same footing as the others 
at the principal ports of the island. 

Samarang has aguin been inundated. With the exception 
of the capture of the notorious rebel chief Demang Lehman, 
there is no news of any importance from Banjermassing, 

Trtoor.—In addition to the stormy weather in December 
and January, there had been a hurricane at Koepang from the 
Ist till the 6th of February, and which was so violent that the 
oldest inhabitant does not remember ever having seen such 
bad weather. In the midst of this storm, signals of distress 
were continually observed from an English ship, which anchored 
in the outer roads on the evening of the Ist of February. 
Said ship was the Water Lily, Captain Towers, 
from Shields, with cols for Japan, and had been 
out 173 days. The captain, who had left the ship the 
day after her arrival, could not reach the shore owing to the 
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heavy surf, nor could he return on account of the heavy sea 
running, so that he was four days, with three of his crew, 
without any provisions in the boat, knocking about at sea, 
before he succeeded in landing on the North-east coast of 
Koepang. This was the reason of the signals from the ship, 
on board of which was also the wife of the the captain, and 
who, uneasy respecting the fate of her husband, and careless 
of the high sea and the heavy surf, left the ship in search 
of him in a boat, accompanied by two young children 
and s couple of sailors. When this boat reached the 
shore, which was not done without imminent danger, 
and from which the authorities sent men to help her through 
the surf, it was found that the captain had been forced by 
urgent circumstances to leave the ship in such weather. Part 
of the crew was in a state of mutiny, and the cook bad threat- 
ened to throw him overboard. The whole crew were suffering 
from gourvey in its worst stage ; the chief mate had broken his 
arms, and the second was dying of consumption. The necessary 
fass’stance was afforded the captain to restore order on board, 
and the sick men were sent to the hospital at Koepang. 

Banca.—The yield of tin in the island during 1863 was, 
according to an official statement, 95.981,14 piculs, being 
26.296°80 piculs more than in 1862. 





STRAITS OF MALACCA. 
SINGAPORE, 

The European mail of the 26th February did not reach 
Singapore till the 3rd April. Dates are down to the 9th April. 

The event of the fortnight was the sale, on the 5th of April, 
of Government, excise, farms, and market rents, The result 
‘was unfavourable, in so far that though some of the farms 
realised an advance, the whole sale shows a falling off of $1,800 
per month, or about £4,500 on the next year’s revenue. The 
total amount fetched was $35,620, the several items being as 
follows :—Opium, $26,000; spirit, $6,500; pawnbrokers, 
$2,040 ; toddy and bang, $590 ; Ellenborough market, $260 ; 
Singapore town do., $770; Kampong Glam do., $460. 

Her Majesty's steamer Conquerer, Captain W. G. Luard,

COMMERCIAL REPORP. 
CHINA IMPORTS. 

Cotton Yarn: The quotations annexed for the higher numbers show 
a slight decline upon those given in last Circular, and the sales of the past 
fortnight amount to only 160 bales. Grey Shirtings: Prices again show 
in some instances a trifling decline, and the total sales effected in this 
market, both to Chinese and foreign purchasers, amount to 19,000 
pieces. In the Canton market the sales amount to 1,000 pieces without 
change in value. White Shirtings: Without material alteration to 
notice in quotations, have found buyers to the extent of about 10,000 
pieces. | T-Clos have again been in very limited request amongst 
the native dealers, the sales to whom amount to about 3, 
pieces, which with 6,000 pieces taken on foreign account complete the 
transacjions reported during the past formight. White Spotted Shirt 
ings, Dyed do., Brocades White and Coloured: The sales effected 
during the past fortnight amount to 1,250 pieces of Figured Shirt- 
ings, ssy 500 of white and 750 of coloured; prices remaining without 
change ; neither have there been rales of Brocades reported. Damask 
There have not been any sales of these goods. Chintzes: The value 
of these goods has declined slightly, and the business of the fortnight 
is put at 1,800 pieces sold. Handkerchiefs: Have met with moderate 
inquiry, and the sales of all kinds are estimated at about 1,500 dozens. 

OOLLENS.— Spanish Stripes, Medium Cloths, Ladies and Habit 
Cloths: There have not been any sales of Spanish Stripes reporied 
either in this market or in Canton during the fortnight, and prices at both 
ports remain as before quoted. Long Ells: In this Colony the value of 
these goods have experienced a decline of about five cents per piece, with 
sales for the past fortnight amounting to about 1,800 pieces. In Canton 
there is not any change to notice in quotations, neither are there any sales 
to report. Camlets: A slight decline is also noticeable in the value of these 
goods, with sales in the Hong Kong market of 220 pieces. In Canton, 
where 100 pieces have changed hands, prices remain unaltered. Lastings 
haue found buyers to the extent of 340 pieces in Hong Kong. Blankets 
have been in fair request during the forinight, and the sales amount to 
720 pairs. 

Mera.s.—Iron, Flat, &.—A moderate enquiry has existed in Hong 
Kong during the fortnight, at about the quotations previously current, re- 
sulting in sales of 5,830 piculs of nail rod, 1,100 piculs of bar, and 225 
of Ta Canton, where the prices of nail rod and wire ehow some 
decline in value, the business of the fortnight is limited to 2,500 piculs of the 
former. Lead has again declined slightly both in this market and in 
Canton, and the business of the fortnight is estimated at 300 piculs, and 
12,000 piculs for each port respective. Tin. —500 piculs sold in Hong 
Kong.  Tin-Plates,—The business done in this colony has been upon a 
unusually large scale during the past fortnight, amounting to 2,200 boxes, 
but prices show a slight decline when compared with the rates previously 
current. In Canton quotations show some improvement, but there are 
not any sales to notice. Steel.—The sales effected during the fortnight 
amount to 400 tubs, 















































CHINA EXPORTS. 


CanTon.—The last report advised a fall in the price of Congous, and 
some settlements at the decline, whizh, however, left no margin on 
London rates, but, on the contrary, a loss, The tenor of last Mail's 
advices has been still discouraging for investment in tea. Purchasers of 
Congous have retired from the market, and beyond the settlement 
of a chop of Oopack for immediate shipment, nothing has been done, 
the offers being made now far below the teamen’s ideas Com 
sidering the lateness of the season, the holders of the remaining 
stock of Congous show great firmaess. One teaman, the holder of six 
chops, is about shipping them on his own account to England. In Canton 
descriptions the demand has been quite insignificant, the demand for the 
London market haviog entirely ceased. The settlements of the fortnight 
‘are reported as under. Congous, 6 chops shipped on vative account, I 
chop Oopack, blksh. If, Pekeo fia. at 314 taels. Country Greens, 1 chop 
1,100 packages for New York at 514 taels, ‘The stock remaining on the 
market is stated at $2 chops Congous and 2,400 packages Country Green. 

Foo-cow -Foo.—The transactions of the fortnight have been moderate, 
at the range of rates last quoted. Latterly, however, owing to the lateness 
of the season and to the unfavourable advices from London, holders heve 
shown more desire to realise, and the market tends down. The settlements 
of the fortnight are reported as under :—Congous, 4,800 chests, and 3,000 
chests at 5,to 19 taels. Souchong, 260 chests at 22 taels. Oolong, 110 
half chests'at 19} taels. Scented teas, 1,000 boxes at 17 tael. The 
total supplies to date are as follo magou and Souchong, 605,500 
chests, against 601,400 corresponding period last season. Oulong, 176,200 
half chests, against 212,200. Stocks are so much reduced that the season 
may be said to be over.

Berristz West Inpigs.—IniMiGRANTS AND LiBeRATED AFRICANS. — 
A return, giving the numbers and other particulars of immigrants and 
liberated Africans admitted into the British West Indian colonies from 
1848 to 1863, has been published. In that period there were altogether 
164,505 immigrants and liberated Africans, of whom 981 were negroes 
taken from slave ships, 86.537 came from the East Indies, 27,575 from 
Madeira, 14,002 from St. Helena, 12,382 from Sierra Leone, 11,566 
from China, &. A similar return sespeciing the Mauritius gives a total 
of 905,963, of whom 302,627 were from the East Indies, 1,497 from cap- 
tured slave-ships, 843 from China, 692 from Aden, 325 from Ibo, and 
from Mi r. A further return relates to the immigrantsand liberated 
Africans who have returned to their own countries, and the amount of 
earnings remitted through Government agency in their behalf. The num- 
ber who returned from Jamaica in the twenty years was 1,844, and the 
amount of earnings (so far as ascertainable ), £3,000 ; from British Guiana 
5,412, earnings £61,234. 9s, 10d; from Trinidad 2,680, earnings £99,861. 
3s. ; and from Mauritius 75,465, no returns of the earnings being supplied.

AmsTERDAM, May 6, 

The First Chamber of the States General has passed the 
East India Finance Bill by twenty-six to five votes, so that 
the Opposition, which many people supposed would muster 
very strongly, were left in a miserable minority. 

Tn a very short time the Java railroads will come under disa 
cussion in the Second Chamber. A number of reports and 
other documents on the subject have again been presented by 
the Colonial Minister, in addition to those already mentioned 
in this correspondence. Among them are a letter from Mr, 
Stieltjes to the Governor General of Netherlands India, dated 
6th September, 1863 ; a note from Lieut. Col. Haitink, of the 
Engineors'; another from the civil officers of the Colonial Depart- 
ment ; and another from the Governor General, to demonstrate 
the feasibility of constructing the branch line from Tempoeran 
to Ambarawa. Much light will all also be thrown on the subject 
by a report of the committee of the Indian Association, con- 
sisting of Mr. Bachiene, member of the Council of State, Mr. 
van Kerkwyk, member of tho Second Chamber, and Mr. Mil- 
lard, formerly an officer of the East India Civil Service, now 
sugar contractor, who were commissioned by the association 
to draw up a report on the question of the concession for the 
Java railroad to Messrs, Banck and consorts. 

In accordance with the hundreth paragraph of the 
Electoral Law, one half of the members of the Second 
Chamber vacate their seats on the 14th June, their period of 
service having expired, when fresh elections will take place. 
Among the members who thus retire by rotation are Mr. C. 
Van Houkelom, Mr. J. Heemskerk, and Mr. 8, Kool, representa- 
tives of Amsterdam ; Mr. F, W, Blom, member for Rotterdam ; 
and Mr. Gevers Deynoot, member for the Hague. Besides these 
there will be elections of members for the newly-constituted 
boroughs of Winschoten, Deventer, and Haarlem.

PORTUGAL. 


A correspondent writes from Lisbon on the 24th ult. :—This letter will, 
be forwarded by the steamer Afaria Pia, belonging to the Portogwene 
Steam Company Lusitania, which no doubt finds it attractive to establish 
aline between Lisbon and London in the differential addition duty of 
one-fifth imposed upon goods not the produce of England or British poe 
sessions imported into Portugal in British ships. Tea from London will 
form the principal element of freight for the Lusitania Company. The 
Portuguese direct navigation with Chit 0 Himited some years back 
that it was found necessary to allow indirect importations, the exorbitant 
freights under the protection of the national flag from Macao causing 
consumers in this country to pay more for it than the rest of Ea 
Since the admission of indirect importations of tea Portuguese sail 
vessels from London have, with great irregularity, supplied the princi 
wants of the country, exacting higher freights even than the Ei 
‘steamers under the one-fifth protective duty, the consumers continuing to 
pay an artificial price, to the prejudice of the revenue and without benefit 
to Portuguese ships, which bave had to remain long upon the berth én 
London before they could complete a cargo, thus sacrificing the profit 
derivable from the high freight upon tea while filling up with other 
at low rates as compared with the English steamers engaged in the 
The Portuguese Government does wot, however, always allow the preju~ 
dicial effect of existing laws to continue when once observed. It has just 
submitted to the Cortes a Bill to reduce from two per cent. to one per tail 
the duty upon the transshipment of goods from one vessel to another in its 
ports, we the war between Denmark and Germany brought to its 
notice the fact that vessels laden-with Brazilian produce for belligerent 
ports might be transshipped here with a nominal duly, while they woold 
seek other ports to call at and transfer cargoes if the.two per cent, di 
were maintained. The tovacco monopoly was to have been su 
on the Ist of May, but the debates in the House of Deputies had delayed 
the Bill so long that the Government agreed with the Peersin Committes 
to alter the clause for suppression to the Ist of January, 1865.

The Rudiments of the Chinese Language, with Dialogues, 
Exercises, and a Vocabulary; by the Rev. James SuMMERS, 
Professor of Chinese in King’s College, London. Quaritch, 
Piccadilly. —This little book will be eagerly sought for by those 
who are about to visit China for the first time, who will be 
rejoiced to find that some 160 pages can be mado to contain 
such an introduction to the language as will cnable them en 
their arrival in the country to speak and uuderstand common 
words and phrases, Tho Roman alphabet is employed in the 
book, but sufficient examples are given of the Chinese cha- 
racters to habituate the student to their use and signification, 
Generally speaking, the Chinese language is thought to have 
so many characters as to require a life-time to obtain a 
thorough knowledge of them. It is pleasant, therefore, to be 
able to correct this misconception by the authority of tha 
Professor of Chinese at King’s College, who tells us— 

The number of different characters in Ohinese is upwards of 40,000, 
but many thousands of them are ancient forms, and, therefore, obsolete. 
Thousands more are simply curious variations of characters which are in 


use, but which are not wanted. Not more than 10,000, it is beliewed, 
enter into ordinary use, and 5,000 are quite sufficient for the general pur- 


poses of literary composition. 

Mr. Summers has, no doubt, thoroughly fulfilled the object 
he proposed to himself when setting about the rudimentary 
manual before us, viz., to make it “a stepping-stone to further 
efforts, and a practical grammar of the first principles of Chinese 
etymology and syntax.” The purchaser will have to congratu- 
late himself that the task has been undertaken by one tho- 
roughly competent to discharge it. 

The new number of the Chinese and Japanese Repository

@ERALD’S Life of Lawrence Sterne renders “poor Yorick” simple, 
but ample justice. The author shows that many of the evil 
stories current about the writer of “ Tristram Shandy” were little 
better than slanders. The truth is, Sterne’s enemies had in 
himself their most potent ally. His asserted neglect of his 
mother, wife, and child, is proved to be an invention. Mr. 
Fitzgerald has collected a vast deal of information about the 
“life and times” of his subject, and, dealing with his mate- 
rials in an impartial spirit, has placed the great humorist in a far 
more favourable light to that in which he has usually been 
regarded.—The Viscountess Srranarorp’s Eastern Shores of the 
Adriatic in 1863, with a Visit to Montenegro, is a book that 
will be eagerly perused, dealing as it does with a portion of 
Europe hardly so well known to us as are the Sources of the Nile 
—thanks to Captain Speke. Lady Strangford’s course of 
travel lies from Corfu into Albania, and by way of Ragusa into 
Montenegro and Dalmatia, and so homewards into Austria 
Proper. Along this route the Viscountess notes pleasant 
pictures, fluttering incidents, and agreeable civilities ; while, 
by the side of these easier passages of feminine narrative 
and gossip, we have in three separate chapters a good deal of 
clear observation on the politics and prospects of the East of 
Europe, from the pen of Lord StraNcrorp, to whom wit aud 
diplomatic acuteness descend hereditarily.—M. Guizor's Menoirs 
of a Minister of State, from the Year 1840, resume the story 
of the author's official life with his return to Paris as Minister 
of Foreign Affairs, and carries it on to 1844. The Enstern 
Question, and the complications that led to the bombardment 
of St. Jean d’Acre, begin the volume, which then treats of the 
Paris Fortifications, the negotiations concerning the Right of 
Search, the visit of Queen Victoria to Louis Philippe at the 
Chateau d’Eu, that of the Emperor Nicholas to England, and 
Louis Philippe’s return-trip to Windsor. It is needless to 
say that all the great statesmen of the period are introduced 
to the reader in turns, and that no one who has a spark of 
Political feeling or even of love of mere gossip in his breast 
will be one unnecessary moment deprived of the pleasure of 
reading tho volume whose contents are thus summarised.— 
Of works of fiction that have appeared since our last reference 
to books, we can recommend Mr. ALSTON Couitns’s Bar Sinister, 
though the performance is perhaps happier in its scenery than 
in the characters—Mr. Dyce’s Bella Donna; or the Cross before 
the Name, is a clever book, with the drawback of having a most 
hateful set of persons for the actors in it.—Vladimir and 
Catherine, or Kiev in the Year 1861, consists of a number of 
detached pictures of Russian life and manners, written by one 
who evidently bas a personal knowledgo of the scenes he 
describes.—Professor Kixasiex’s Roman and the Teuton, a Series 

Of Lectures delivered before the University of Cambridge, may 
be described as a book made up of light and rapid utterances 
of the thoughts that have occurred to the lecturer in his pe- 
rusal of the works he has had occasion to “read up.”

The East India Ready Reckoner ; by ©. D., just published hy 
Smith, Elder, and Co., is a set of tables showing the cost of 
any number of articles in Indian currency, from one pie to ono 
rupee, advancing one pie at a time, including numbers answering 
to fixed Indian weights and measures. The tables go up to 14 an 
nas 11 pies, aud the accuracy of the book has been secured by re- 
peated and rigid tests —Mr. Bohn has brought his republication 
of The Bibliographer’s Manual of English Literature,by LOWNDES, 
toaclosein Part X. Au appendix is to follow, however, which will 

contain, inter alia, a complete list of all the books printed by 
the literary and scientific societies of Great Britain, with par- 
ticulars respecting them. The undertaking nowso nearly come 
pleted has cost Mr. Bohn seven years of anxiety and applica- 
tion, and right well has he earned the thanks both of the 
scholar and the general reader. The latest addition to the 
Select Library of Messrs. Staith and Son is a two-volume re- 
publication of Leven’s Martins of Cro'Martin. This tale has, 
perhaps, not achieved the popularity of others of the author's 
productious, simply because the public are generally unwilling 
to accept instruction from any man to whom they have been 
in the habit of looking for amusement only. Yet Mr. Lever 
tells us in the Dedication that he bestowed “ much thought 
and labour” on the work ; and the dialogues between Captain 
Martin and his fashionable associates have an epigrammatic 
smartness about them, combined with intense reality, that will 
bear comparison with anything to be found in the long series 
of modern fictions. This cheap reissue is worth the attention 
of all who prefer a mixture of food for solid thought with the 
lighter entertainment for an idle hour—The two last num- 
bers of Iacmillan’s Magazine are of superior attraction, Mr, 
Heary Kingsley’s “Hillyars and the Burtons” interests the 
reader the farther the story advances. ‘The scene in Old 
Chelsea Church invests a building we all know with a reality 
such as it never possessed before, by mixing it up with the 
deeds and emotions of living men and women. Mr. Broughton’s 
“Letter from a Competition Wallah” is devoted to the sub- 
ject of Christianity in India, In his opinion we are uot to 
look for any wide or rapid conquests there to the profession of 
a purer faith. But if the prospects of missionary euterprise in 
India are discouraging, it does not follow there is no hope for 
the future. As one of the missionaries has described it— 
“Hinduism is dying ; yea, is well-nigh dead, ns respects the 
hold it has on the mind of the public.” The following is true 
of other quarters than Bengal and of other Eastern modes of 
faith than Brabminism :— 

However little we may have succeeded in doing towards introducing 
Christianity, we have done a great deal towards driving out Brahminism. 
‘The fresh air of European civilisation circulates freely through every 
of this vast community. That gross and grotesque system of religion which 
has prevailed through so many ages of semi-barbarism cannot hold its 
ground in the face of our art and science, our energy and good sense, our 
liberal views and purer morality. The gigantic edifice of class exclue 
siveness is shaken to the very foundation. ‘The Government school had 
already done much, and the railroads seem likely to complete the work. 
A Brahmin who travels from Burdwan cheek-by-jow! with a butcher, in 
order to see his son go up to receive a prize at the Presidency College, in 
company with the offspring of a sweeper, is likely to go home with some 
new ideas on the question of caste. 

The series of the Letters is completed in the May number 
in which also is the announcement that they are to be re- 
published immediately in a separate form, and the pseudonym 
is discarded for the author's real appellation, G.O. Trevelyan.— 
Dalziels’ lustrated Arabian Nights’ Entertainments grow in 
the spirit of the engravings with each issue. The Vicar of 
Wakefield, trom the same atelier, also improves, but we still re- 
tain our opinion that something in the vignette style would 
have better suited the simplicity of that charming tale in the 
way of embellishment.—HMinchmoor, by Jonx Buowy, M.D., is 
areprint of a sketch by that popular writer, which first ap- 
peared in an Edinburgh periodical.

THE TYCOON BROUGHT TO BAY. 

However craftily the Tycoon may have maneuvred to turn into 
‘his own reservoir the wealth that flows on the current of foreiga 
trade, each mail brings intelligence to show that the Daimios 
are as resolutely bent on changes that will enable them to ob- 
tain their fair share of the fertilising stream. In another part 
of this journal will be found a remarkable document which has 
been presented to the Tycoon and the Mrmapo by the Prince of 
Eoutzey, a veteran statesman who is looked up to with great 
respect, and will be held by the Japanese themselves to speak 
the sentiments of an independent and disinterested looker-on, 
jnasmuch as he some time since resigned his principality to 
his son. Ourold friend Satsuma, too, steadfastly keeping to the 
object he has a0 long had in view, has at last succeeded in obtain- 
ing from the two Sovereigns the important concession that the 
whole question of foreign trade shall bereferred for investigation 
to three eminent Daimios, one to be chosen by each of the parties 
principally concerned in the discussion. In consequence of this 
arrangement, we learn that the Mrxapo has appointed as his re- 

ntative a nobleman who is the head of the Mrro family, and 
said to be opposed to foreigners. The Tycoon has selected 
Owant, who, though much mixed up in late affairs, has con- 
trived to keep his predilections a secret. Sarsuma himself has 
chosen no less able and fearless an advocate than Mats’ DAIRA 
Pouzen-no-Kant, the man whose opinions are so decidedly set 
forth in the memorial we have above adverted to. It is clear 
that the persistency of the party of Daimios friendly to an 
extended intercourse with foreigners has won the day. The 
‘Mimano and the Trcoon have been obliged to yield. How- 
ever much opposed the Spiritual Emperor may have been 
to the naturalisation within his dominions of “barbarians” 
—more hateful still that they are Christians—the long- 
talked-of interview with his Temporal fellow-potentate has 
mitigated his views, The Txooon, as we have over and over 
in stated, derives so much profit from thenew-born commerce 
that he will submit to almost anything rather than go back to 
the old system of secluded isolation. The Daimios have now 
brought him to bay, and he will be obliged to face the decisive 
question of whether trade is to be free or altogether suppressed. 
Ono remarkable fact has just become known, which demonstrates 
convincingly the main kearing of the points of difference between 
Satsuma aud the Yedg Sovereign. The former is said to have 
obtained permission of the Gorojio, or Council of State, to dis- 
pose of a thousand bales of raw silk in the Kanagawa market, 
It is eupposed that he will be allowed to escape the heavy 
exactions levied by the Tyooon’s Government on ordinary 
traders, and that the large margin of profit that will thus 
be left him, besides benefiting himself, will be au over- 
whelming argument in favour of his views on foreign trade 
with the other Daimios, when the result in hard cash 
is displayed before their cyes, Everything, in fact, betokens a 
year of peace and prosperity for the foreigner in Japan. Sir 
Roruzrrorp Alcock, too, appears to have acquired the con- 
viction that any display of material force] is not needed, and is 
better away, for the party of British soldiery sent forward from 
Shanghai have been sont back thither in the Vuloan, the 
‘very one of Her Maszsry’s steamers that took them up. 
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TAIPING ADVOCATES AND THE RECENT DEBATE 
ON BRITISH POLICY IN CHINA. 

AN anonymous pamphlet has been handed to us, intitled 
“ Extracts from ‘The Taipings as They Are, by One of Them.’” 
Not having seen 9 book with that title, we presume that it is 
not yet published; and as the author has rushed into print in 
this garbled form, with its rabid contents, there are reasons for 
supposing that his M.S. has been rejected by the pablishers, 
Be thet as it may, the brochure before us is the strangest mixe 
ture of vulgarity, piety, and politicson the Taiping question 
we have seen since the issue from Nankthg, by the American . 
missionary, IssacHaB RoBERTS, of his famous report for 1860, 
It is the old story over again, of the purity of Taiping Christi- 
anity, advanced with the vehemenco of a blind partisan; of 
the leniency and perfection of their Government ; of the cruel- 
ties of the Imperialists, and of the perfidious policy England 
has puraued against the insurgenta, These we might tolerate, 
as matters of opinion, however strongly expressed, but we 
must object to the republication of that disgusting, falsely- 
unnatural account of Imperial atrocities at Shanghai, which 
first appeared in the Times of India ; and which he endorses “I 
can avouch its entire accuracy,” though it has been long since 
proved to bo a pure invention. With this exception, the 
pamphlet is worthy of s perusal, as containing some fresh ine 
formation from the ranks of the Taipings, even though that be 
immensely exaggerated. 

The writer starts with the assertion that this is a patriotic 
movement in which the people sympathize, and he considers 
the Chief, Hona-s1u-181UEN, the future deliverer of China from 
bondage. No doubt this element exists amongst the voluntary 
followers of that personage, but it cannot be said that the 
people sympathized in the movement ; for if such had been the 
case they would have risen en mass, and rallied round the 
standard of the Tren-Wang. On the contrary, wherever the Tai- 
pings went, the peaceable inhabitants looked on their approach 
with fear and trembling. Those who could not fly from them 
were made captive; the men and boys pressed into their ranks 
as slaves, whom they branded with a red-hot iron on the face 
with Taiping characters, and made them labour as beasts of 
burthen, under pain of death. Instead of being a patriotic 
movement, for the purpose of driving the Manchoo Tartars from 
China, as alleged, it became a war against their own people, 
whom they plundered—the non-workers robbing the indus~ 
trious ; in fact, the incursions of banditti on a great scale, who 
carried desolation and ruin before them, where formerly peace 
and plenty reigned. As far as punishing the real Manchoos is 
concerned, it has been a signal failure, for they have never ye 
confronted Tartar troops ; while it is worthy of note that the 
most cruel mandarins and Imperial forces they have encountered 
have been pure Chinese. That monster of executioners, ‘Yzu, was 
not of Tartar origin, he came from the central province of Hoopeh, 
and the Futai Le, so notorious from the Soo-chow treachery 
affair, is a native of Honan—a province which the pamphleteer 
correctly describes as “producing some of the best soldiers,” 
and finest men in China. Having seen many of these men, a8 
well as that Mandarin, we can vouch for the description the 
author gives of the Honan braves in the Taiping ranks as. 
superior to all others in physical proportion, stature, and intel- 
lectual features. But he clings to the common error that the 
Government and its officials, and the laws they administer, are 
purely of Tartar origin, and have been 80 since the accession 
of the present dynasty, two centuries ago. This is about as 
correct as if a Chinaman concluded that the members of the 
British Government and its executive throughout the realm of 
the military, naval, and civil services, were all Germans, because 
Her Masgsty is descended from the House of Hanover. As 
in this country the Guelphic dynasty accepted the national 
laws, so in China, the Manchoo dynasty adopted the code re- 
vised by ConFucivs, the basis of which had existed from time 
immemorial. That the modes of punishment are cruel and 
barbarous is undeniable, but they are purely of Chinese inven- 
tion, and have been introduced into Mongolia, and the tributary 
states of this vast empire, as heir-looms of that long-haired 
race, which this Taiping movement ostensibly seeks to replace 
on the throne. 

Tf we are to credit the unknown writer of this pamphlet, he 
js in sone measure an envoy from Taipingdom to the Govern~ 
ments of Europe, interested in the commerce of China. After 
stating that they threaten to destroy the mulberry trees and tee - 
plantations in the districts they occupy, if foreign support to 
the Imperialists be not withdrawn, he adds :-—“I will now 
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“6 state what I am authorized to by the Cuunc-Wana. Upon 
“ leaving him to proceed to England—considerably influenced 
“ by this errand—I was commissioned to inform all European 
“ authorities that, even now, the Taiping Government would 
“ magnanimously forgive all their unprovoked murderous 
aggressions, if they were discontinued.” ‘From the earnestness 
in which he espouses the. cause of the rebellion and its pro- 
moters there is evidence that the author believes, not 
only in their earthly success, but the divine mission of the 
Trmn-Wane, for which he quotes Scripture as follows :— The 
“ visions of Huna-stu-TsIUEN, if compared with Scripture, will 
“be found not so extravagant as has been represented. The 
“ visions seem to have been the especial act of Gop to prepare 
“the man for the reception of His Holy Word, of which, at 
“ the time of the vision, they were totally ignorant, and are in 
“ accordance with the prophecy of JoEL quoted by Peer in 
“ Acts: ‘And your young men shall see visions.’” After 
perusing sixty-four pages of matter similar to these ex- 
tracts, it naturally occurs to us, that if the author believes 
80 firmly in the mission of the Taipings, and “ as one of them,” 
being delegated to address “all European authorities,” why 
does he suppress his name—why “hide his candlo under a 
bushel ?” If the Taipings are such excellent Christians as he 
represents them to be, why should he be ashamed of announcing 
himself? Perhaps he blushes to acknowledge his virulent 
diatribes against the British Government and the people of 
England in the following morceauz, with which his lively 
pamphlet winds up :— 

“If the present policy of the British Government with rd to China 
isto be penisted fie then I can only say that for England has been re- 
served the everlasting ignominy of striving to extinguish the last vestige 
of the glorious light of Christianity and patriotism in this mercenary-ridden 
land; and the name of England, so jealous of liberty for herself, will be 
banded down to all succeeding ages as a mocking bye-word for all that is 
base and perfidious. Is British principle to be made, or considered, sub- 
servient t6 any infigence in the world? Yet lately it has assumed a 
most variable sort ofexistence in Chinese affairs. However, nildesperandum. 
‘The Taiping Chiefs say The Mings took a hundred years to found 
their dynasty, and possibly 89 may we; but most assuredly, sooner or later 
we shall expel the Tartars and succeed.’ What mockery is England’s 
sympathy with Poland? Is liberty, patriotism, or life, so very different on 
Opposite sides of the same world? What mockery and inconsistency is 
her sympathy with and reception of Garibaldi, the Italian patriot, when 
Hung-sui-tsiuen, the Chinese patriot, is by British hounds to be hunted to 














We gladly turn froma review of this pamphlet—which is 
anything but creditable to an Englishman—to a consideration 
of the debate in the House of Commons on the same subject, 
The discussion, which was almost solely sustained by the 
mover, Mr. Lippett, and the Under-Secretary for Foreign 
Affaire, Mr. Layarp, was of a most interesting character, and 
did credit to both debaters. The former hon. member opened 
the question in an able and temperate speech, while the latter, 
in reply, produced quite a budget of fresh documents to sup- 
port, his arguments in defence of the Government policy. 
Among these some new matter appeared that is worthy of 
comment. It appears that Major Gorpoy, in his communi- 
cation to General Brown, assigned as his reason for not throw- 
ing up tha command of his force after the treacherous affair at 
Soochow, that it was “his firm belief the troops, to a man, 
“ would have gone over to the Taipings ; the Impcrialists would 
“ then be defeated ; Shanghai would have been sacked, and an 
“ enormous amount of British property destroyed.” The pos- 
sibility of the force deserting to the rebels, or, what would be 
not improbable, starting as bands of marauders on their own 
account, has always been a matter for grave consideration ; and 
hence the anxiety of their forcign officers to sce that they were 
always properly cared for in food, clothing, and quarters, with 
regularity of pay. This being the case, the next piece of in- 
formation announced by Mr. Lararp is important, viz. :— 
“That Major Gorpon was no longer in the service of the 
“ Chinese Government, because when Her Masesty’s Govern- 
“ ment learnt the disgraceful act of treachery that had been 
“ committed, they immediately repealed the Order in Council 
“which gave permission to British officers to take service 
“under the Chinese Government.” We fear that the rescind- 
ing of that order may bring about that state of disorganisation 
which is to be dreaded, os tho great difficulty all along has been 
to officer the regiments with competent and respectable 
foreigners, The withdrawal of the English officers, who are the 
mainstay of the force, may cause serious disaffection amongst 
the men. 

Not the least interesting feature in the debate was the 
perusal of a letter from Mr. Micate, partner in the old China 
firm of Lrrpsay and Co. Without throwing into the shade 





the abilities of other talented merchants of all nations in 
Kovg and Shanghai, no gentleman is better qualified to give a 
weighty opinion on the affairs of China, His experience in all 
parts of the empire, his comprehensive views and impartial 
judgment, eminently mark him as the representative of the 
British merchants, in communicating with the Government. 
Neither must we overlook the impartial and friendly course 
pursued by the Hon. Anson Buruineame, American Minister 
at Peking, in so ably assisting Sir Frepgrick Bruce out of the 
Lay-Osporn difficulty; while his despatch to Mr. Sewanp, 
read to the House by the Under-Secretary, displays his acuteneas 
and ability as a diplomatist. 


THE JAPANESE AMBASSADORS. 
(FROM OUR PARIS CORRESPONDENT). ‘ 

The three Ambassadors, accompanied by their chancellor and 
secretaries, were received at the Tuileries on the 3rd inst., with 
all the ceremonies usual on such occasions. The Emperor and 
Empress were seated on the throne, having the young Prince 
near them, and were attended by the great officers of State, 
the Commander of the Imperial Guard, and the officers and 
ladies of the Imperial household. The Minister for Foreign 
Affairs was also present. The First Ambassador, his Excellency 
Ikeda Tsikongo no Kami, read an address to the Emperor in 
the Japanese language, which was first translated into Dutch by 
the Japanese interpreter, and afterwards into French by M. 
Blekman, interpreting secretary to the French legation in 
Japan. The purport of the address was as follows :— 

“‘Sire,—In accordance with the instructions which wa 
have received from His Majesty the Tycoon of Japan, to 
offer to your Majesty proofs of his sincerity and good 
will, we have the honour in our quality of Ambassadors re- 
spectfully to present to your Majesty these autugraphic letters, 
expressing at the same time our wishes for the welfare of your 
Majesty, and for the prosperity of your subjects. 

“Since a treaty was concluded between the two Empires 
friendship has increased from day to day; but, in consequence 
of great changes in our ancient customs, there have been dis- 
orders in the national feelings; all possible efforts have been 
made to bring about order, but, at present, it has not been 
accomplished. 

“Japanese have in fact fired at one of your Majesty's vessela 
of war, and have even assassinated one of your military officers, 
On this subject His Majesty the Tycoon has ordered us to ex- 
press all possible regrets for these accidents, and, in order to 
show his goodwill and amicable feelings, to confer with one of 
your Majesty’s chief subjects, so as to give such explanations ag 
may be necessary, in order that mutual good relations may 
continue eternally. 

“ His Majesty the Tycoon prays your Majesy to have con- 
fidence in us, for we have all three been chosen by himself.” 

The First Ambassador then presented to the Emperor the 
letters in the handwriting of the Tycoon. 

The Emperor then addressed the Ambassadors as follows :— 

“Tam indebted to the Tycoon of Japan for having 
comprehended the necessity for giving mo explanations of the 
difficultics in the way of the execution of the treaty concluded 
between us and respecting the violence committed against a 
French officer. I sinoerely desire to see our relations extend 
day by day ; but in order that they may do so your Govern- 
ment must, in the first place, create respect for the rights of 
nations, and be itself thoroughly convinced of the accord that 
exists amongst the European Powers to defend their honour 
and their interests in far distant countries. 

‘Your mission here is a proof that your Sovereign regrets’ 
“what has happened, and I see you amongst us with pleasure.’ 

The Emperor's reply has created considerable surprise, not 
only as regards its spirit, but also its form, which is singularly 
familiar and undiplomatic ; in fact the first line—‘‘Je sais bon 
gré au Taicoon,” is colloquial to the last degree, and the 
expression, which is almost equivalent to “I thavk you kindly,” 
would not be used by the most careless writer. Surely there 
is ro room for much astonishment that the Emperor should 
speak pretty plainly respecting the events referred to, and he 
probably selected the unconventional form in order that his 
meaning might be understood by all the world. He did not 
require the use of picked language to conceal his thoughts. 

The Ambassadors were carried to the palace and al 
back to their hotel in the Imperial carriages by the introducer 
of ambassadors and ‘other officers, and entered the court of the 
Tuileries by the triumphal arch and gate of honour between 
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twe Hoes’formed by a battalion of the infantry of the Imperial 
Guard. After the reception the Japanese visited M. Drouyn de 
Lhuys, the Minister of Foreign Affairs, who immediately re- 
tarned their visit. A long and interesting conversation is said 
to have taken place between the Minister and the First Am- 
bassador, who is said to exhibit most remarkable intelligence. 

‘The Envoys afterwards called and left their cards on all the 
Mimisters of State,-and the Presidents of the Two Chambers 
and:of the Council of State, and in the evening they gave a 
grand dinner to the Master of the Ceremunies, who had intro- 
duced them to the Emperor, and some other gentlemen. The 
Embassy attracts attention by the munificence of its arrange- 
ments, and it is asserted that they are to expend £200,000 in 
France, and at the rate of thirty-three millions of francs, or 
41,320,000, a year during their stay in Europe. A good dis- 
count may be knocked off this account, and a liberal budget be 
still left. It is quite evident that the Japanese Government has 
selected able men and has given them important work to 
perform, and it is to be hoped that they will return to their 
‘own country with a sound appreciation of the civilisation and 
resources of Europe, and that their reports will be 
the means of preventing the recurrence of such 
scenes as those which have recently occurred between 
the Europeans and the Japanese, and of establishing 
@ thorough and lasting understanding between them. The 
Ambassadors have, it is said, taken a step which certainly dis- 
tinguishes them from all former Eastern emissaries ; they have 
calledin a Parisian tailor, and areabout to don the coat, waistcoat, 
and trousers of Europe ; much, doubtless, to their own dis- 
comfort, especially in the dog-days, which, however, will be 
mere happy days to them, and our July sun a mere farthing 
canile. Talking of costume, it may be mentioned that the 
Ambassadors passed the evening of Wednesday last at the 
house of M. Drouyn de Lhuys, and that the dress of the First 
Ambassador created quite a sensation. It consisted of an outer 
garment of white crape, with gold embroidery and black satin 
facings, an inner one also of white crape and a waiscoat of 
blue satin. The Japanese interpreter, Suo-Da, was quite a 
lion amongst the ladies, dealing out his autographs on 
all sides, and now and then venturing on an elaborate French 
compliment. ‘The Ambassadors have been to the Opera and the 
Theatre Lyrique; at the former they saw a ballet, and went 
behind the scenes ; they seemed deeply interested, and let us 
trust that they did not carry away a very unfavourable impres- 
sion of European morality. 

The body of the officer of the Embassy who died at Marseilles, 
was embalmed and afterwards buried in the cemetery of Saint- 
Pierre, several of the members of the Embassy having gone 
from Paris to be present at the ceremony. After the coffin was 
placed in the grave and covered with earth, a small brazier, 
half filled with burning charcoal, was placed on the ground, and 
each of the mourners, after kneeling and saying a short prayer, 
threw a small quantity of incense on the fire ; this was all the 
ceremony. The other day the Ambassadors sent 300 francs 
to the Prince Imperial Asylum. A story is going the round 
of the papers that some days since, when making purchases at 
& jeweller’s in the Rue de la Paix, the shopkeeper was so struck 
by a parasol carried by one of the Japanese, that he proposed 
to accept it in payment for a certain quantity of coral ornaments 
selected for purchase by his visitors; the proposal was readily 
accepted, and it is said that half the parasols of the Embassy 
have since passed into the hands of the speculative jeweller. 

The following item appears in a Paris paper :— 

‘The world of Paris is gone mad after the Japanese. This embassy, 
regardless of the “happy despatch " which may await them ontheir return, 
are enjoying themselves in the most reckless manner. Only last night I 
found several secretaries of legation—where, do you think ? why actually 
behind the scenes of the Grand Opera, surrounded with ballet girls! 
European secretaries of legation know better than that, at any rate, though 
they do not know much asa rule. As for “ Mabille,” and the “ Chateau 
des Fleurs,” they are there every night. On Wednesday they “ enter- 
tained.at dinner.” I saw the menu, but it contained nothing worth record- 
ing; judging, however, from the list of wines selected, I should say that 
the very best of everything is nearly good enough for the dusky diplo- 
macy of Japan,

Cororet Cooke IN Curva.—During the recent debate on 
China, Mr, Liddell mentioned the name of Colonel Cooke as 
that of a British officer in the Chinese service. This was an 
error among the many introduced on the occasion by members 
not thoroughly “up” in Chinese affairs. Although Colonel 
Cooke is an Englishman, yet he was not brought up to the pro- 
fession of arms, and holds his rank in the Anglo-Chinese force 
from the native authorities, which he attained by his natural 
ability for generalship, and has, for some time, commanded the 
contingent at Ningpo. In the ovent of Gordon relinquishing 
the Chinese service entirely, it is probable that the post will 
be offered to Cooke. 





Troatant Apmiratty Decisto ‘This was acause of necessaries, 
‘The plaintiffs, Messrs. Thomson, Watson, and Co., of the Cape of Good 
Hope, claimed £1,210. 0s, 5d. for coals and ship's stores there supplied 
in February, 1859. The defendant, Jose Ramon Yglesias, the owner of 
the Princess Charlotte, pleaded that on the 30th of October, 1861, he 
purchased that steamer from Jonathan Dorning, of Liverpool, and J. H. 
Stebbing, of Southampton, shipowners; that at the time when he so pur- 
chased her she was a British vessel, duly registered under the name of the 
England ; that he, the defendant, at that time had no notice, actual or con- 
structive, of the plaintiffs’ claim ; and that at the time of the arrest of the 
vessel in this suit he, the said J. R. Yglesias, was domiciled in England, 
On these facts the defendant relied as a good defence to the action, the 
Sth section of the Admiralty Court Act, 1861, providing as follows :— 
“The High Court of Admiralty shall have jurisdic.ion over any claim for 
necessaries supplied to any ship elsewhere than in the port to which the 
ship belongs, unless it is shown to the satisfaction of the Court that at the 
time of the institution of the cause any owner or part owner of the ship 
is domiciled in England or Wales.” The plaintiffs objected to this answer, 
us showing no defence in law. Ona question previously raised in this 
suit, the Princess Charlotte had been held by the Court to have been. a 
Belgian ship at the time when the necessaries were supplied. The plain- 
tiff consequently contended that their right of action in no wise depended 
upon the Admiralty Court Act, 1861, but upon the 6th section of the 3rd 
and 4th of Victoria, cap. 65:—“ The High Court of Admiralty shall have 
jurisdiction to decide all claims and demands whatsoever in the uature of 
salvage, for services rendered to or damage received by any ship or sea 
going vessel, or in the nature of towage, or for necessaries supplied to any 
foreign ship or seagoing vessel; and to enforce the payment thereof, 
whether such ship or vessel may have been within the body of a country 
or upon the high seas at the time when the services were rendered, or 
damage received, or necessaries furnished, in respect of which such claim 
is made.” On the 19th of April last, counsel were heard on the question 
of the validity of the answer, Mr. Brett, Q.C., and Mr. Vernon Lush- 
ington appearing for the plaintiffs, and Dr. Deane, Q.C., for the defendant, 
Dr. Lushington now gave judgment. His Lordship held that the Princess 
Charlotte, having been a foreign 5! at the time when the necessaries 
were supplied, the Court had jurisdiction to entertain the suit under the 
6th section of the Srd and 4th of Victoria, cap. 65; and that the sale of 
a foreign ship, effected subsequently to the supply of necestarics, could 
not oust the Court of its jurisdiction, slthough the purchaser were domi- 
ciled in England at the time of the institution of the suit.—Judgment for 
the plaintiffs. 

Post-orrice Packer Seavice.—The total estimate for the Post-office 
Packet Service for the year 1864-5 is £860,276, the vote for the previous 
financial year having been £956,878. With respect to the former sum, 
it is stated in the official return that no part of it “is to be applicable or 
applied in or towards making any payment in respect of any period sub- 
sequent to June 20, 1863, to Mr. Joseph George Churchward, or to any

part, or in or towards the satisfaction of any claim whatsoever of the said 
Joseph George Churchward, by virtue of that contract, so far as relates to 
any period subsequent to June 20, 1863.” Of the total estimate for the 
current financial year, £85,900 is allotted for the conveyance of mails be- 
tween Holyhead and Kingstown; £174,840 for Liverpool, and Halifax, 
and Boston mails, and to and from Liverpool and New York and Nassau;

The formal announcement of the Asiatic Banking Corporation 
has been issued and will be found in our advertisements, The 
project has been in hand more than a year, and a charter has 
been obtained. The subscribed capital is'£500,000, of which 
£300,000 is paid, and the remainder is-in course of being 
called up. By the terms of the charter, which, as usual, extends 
the liabilities of shareholders to double the amount of their 
shares, the company are empowered to increase their capital 
to £2,000,000. Mr. Fearon, late of the firm of Augustine, 
Heard and Co., China, is one of the directors. It is stated that 
the shsres are at 50 premium in Bombay. 

The Chartered Mercantile Bank of India, London, and China 
have issued their report, which shows the audited balance-sheet 
and profit and loss account of the bank for the year ended 31st 
December last. After providing for all bad and doubtful debts, 
and defraying expenses of management at all points, the net 
profit amounts to. £196,562.

98, 2d. undivided profit, brought forward from 
the preceding year, making a total of £200,831. lle, 2d. Out 
of ‘the above total £50,000 has been paid in two half-yearly 
dividends, and £25,000 as a bonus, making together 15 per 
cent. on the paid up capital of the bank. A further sum of 
£60,000 has been added to the reserve fund. The unappro- 
priated balance of £75,831. 11s. 2d. is carried forward to the 
préfit and loss account of the current year. As will be seen 
by the secounts, the premium on new shares paid up to the 
31st Deeember, amounting to £81,140, has been added to 
the reserve fund ; the balance due in respect of same, £18,360, 
since received, has also been passed to this account, which, with 
the addition of £50,000 from the year’s profits, above referred 
to, amakes a total at this date at credit of that fund of 
£260,000. The directors have purchased freehold premises 
for'the bank’s agencies at Bombay, Colombo, Singapore, Shang- 
hai,.and Yokohama. Agencies of the bank have been opened at. 
Point de Galle and Newera Ellia, in Ceylon; Tuticorin, in 
Southern India ; Hankow, in Clrima ; and Yokohama, in Japan.

industry of that country, has extended the same privilege to 
the coal consumed by private individuals, this article being 
completely expunged from the tariff.

Not 
only would this be in opposition to-all the warnings which cautious = 
persons have lately been endeavouring to impress, but it would also bag 
betrayal of the claims of the certificate holders unless a settlement of theaa 
claims shall have been at the same time stipulated. Hence, whatever may 
have been the circumstances in which the statement originated, no one 
doubts that ita real explanation will be found to differ widely from the 
account in the Epoca, and that it will not prove in any way inconsistent 
with the high character of the parties whose names have been used by thet 
journal. 

It is rumoured that steamers similar but much larger than 
the Far East are to be put on the line between China and 
London, Two boats are building on the Clyde which may go 
in this service.
